ORDER

I.

Applicant MATJNA LANI ST?, INC. (“Applicant”) and the

DIVISION OF CONSUMER ADVOCACY, DEPARTMENT OF CONMERCE AND

CONSUMERAFFAIRS (“Consumer Advocate”) are the sole parties in this

docket (collectively, the “Parties”).

By Order No. 20206, filed on May 29, 2003, the commission

amended the procedural schedule for this docket (“Amended

Procedural Schedule”) .‘ In accordance with the Amended Procedural

Schedule, Applicant’s rebuttal testimonies are due on July 18,

2003.

The Parties jointly filed a letter on July 18, 2003,

stating that they reached a settlement in this docket.

Accordingly, the Parties request an amendment to the Amended

Procedural Schedule to allow them time to prepare and submit a

settlement agreement to the commission. Specifically, they request

that the commission allow the Parties to file the stipulated

settlement agreement on or before Friday, July 25, 2003. The

Parties further propose that they file the settlement agreement in

lieu of Applicant’s rebuttal testimonies, the Consumer Advocate’s

rebuttal information requests, and the evidentiary hearing set

forth in the Amended Procedural Schedule.

II.

Hawaii Administrative Rules (HAR) § 6-61-35 provides that

“[w]ith the approval of the commission, any procedure in a

contested case may be modified or waived by stipulation of the

parties and informal disposition may be made of any contested case

by stipulation, agreed settlement, consent order, or default.”

See also, HRS § 91-9.

In light of the representations made by the Parties,

we find good cause to approve the stipulation to amend the

Amended Procedural Schedule. Accordingly, we conclude that the

Amended Procedural Schedule should be amended further to (1) delete

“Procedural Steps” numbered 10 through 19 and (2) insert step

number 10, which shall read:

10. Friday, July 25, 2003 Settlement Agreement

to the commission.

III.

THE COMMISSIONORDERS:

1. The Parties’ stipulation to amend the

Amended Procedural Schedule is approved.
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2. Order No. 20206, filed on May 29, 2003, is amended

to (1) delete “Procedural Steps” numbered 10 through 19 and

(2) insert step number 10, which shall read as follows:

10. Friday, July 25, 2003 Settlement Agreement

to the commission.

3. In all other respects, Order No. 20206 remains

unchanged.
